For  adequate  consideration, 
Lessor  does  hereby  adopt,  ratify  and  confirm  the  Lease,  as  amended  hereby,  and  does 
hereby  stipulate  that  the  Lease  remains  in  full  force  and  effect.  Insofar  as  is  necessary, 
Lessor  does  hereby  lease,  let,  and  demise  to  Lessee  the  lands  covered  by  the  Lease, 
pursuant  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Lease,  as  of  the  Effective  Date  set  forth 
herein. 

The  terms  and  provisions  hereof  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto,  their 
respective  heirs,  legatees,  devisees,  personal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns
